throughout southern and central 
Ohio attende'd this round-up. Rec- 
ords were kept on a total of 634 
cattle, the summary of which was 
available for Distribution £6 those 
attending the' tour. 


Three feed, lots were visited: 


John C. Stevenson's, 
where the 


demonstration 
included 91 two- 


year-olds; 
Charles E. Cromley's, 


where records were kept 'on 21(3 
heifer calves, and Homer Reber'a, 
where records 
were kept on 34 


two-year-olds. These men explain- 
ed the methods Employed in their 
feeding operations, 
and :the vis- 


itors asked questions about the 
-merits in some of the practices 
followed :in these" lots. 
: 


The records on the 351 twp- 


year-old cattle showed an average 
daily gain of 2.15 pounds,, with an 
ave^e daily ration of .30 bushels 
of-; corn, 22 pounds of silage, 1.25 
pounds cotton seed meal, and :2 
pounds of hay. The records on 265 
calves;- 
which are being- carried 


(not 
full fed), showed an average 


daily gain of 1.6 pounds. The av- 
erage daily ration on these calves 
was .11 bushels corn, .16 pounds 
silage, .84 pounds cotton seed 
meal, 2.2 pounds hay.

Feeders banquet, which was serv-, 
ed by the ladies of the Presbyter- 
iah church, Circleville, Edward C. 
Rector, President of the Pickaway 
County Farm bureau was toast- 
master.

Made Throughout Our Tour," Paul 
Gerlaugh, 
livestock 
specialist, 


Ohio State university, reviewed a 
few comparative methods, which 
emphasized 
the real merits of 


corn supplimented by silage, cot- 
ton seed or oil meal in economic 
production of beef. Mr. Gerlaugh 
also stressed the importance of 
keeping hogs behind cattle which 
were receiving a liberal corn ra- 
tion as a.means of cheapening the 
cattle gains. 


The Stevenson cattle had a feed 


cost of $12.23, which was reduced 
by pork credit to $9.97. The. For - 
esman cattle, which, had received 
a corn and hay ration, had a feed 
cost of $13.89, which was reduced 
by the pork credit to 58.26; Mr. 
Gerlaugh discussed the compar- 
ative efficiency of calves, yearlings 
and two-year-olds in the. utiliza- 
tion of feed, the older the cattle, 
the more feed was required to put 
on 100 pounds of gain. 


Mr. Frank G. King, Associate 


Chief, livestock department, Pur- 
due university, in discussing "The 
Cattle 
Weder 
of" Tomorrow," 


complimented the Pickaway coun- 
ty group on the practicalness of 
the type of demonstration con- 
ducted- through the feeder records 
as a suppliment to experimental 
research in cattle feeding. 


F. G. Ketner, Livestock Market- 


ing Director, Ohio State univer- 
sity in discussing "Our Co-oper- 
ative Feeder Service," said that 
the feeder demonstrations of to- 
day were a splendid example of 
what could be secured in an edu- 
cational way to reduce feed costs 
throughout the feeding period. He 
stated however, about just as 
great economies may be realized

Co-operativ e Laws Valid. 
A decision of great im portance to the farm ing 
elem ents has been handed down by the United States 
Su preme Cou rt, in its decree su staining the Ken­ 
tu cky law legalizing co-operative m arketing associ­ 
ations. As there are 42 states that have su ch laws, 
this decision goes a long way to establish co-oper­ 
ative m arketing as a perm anent system for dispos­ 
ing of farm produ cts. 
The law was attacked on the grou nd that it was 
class legislation. B u t the cou rt held that it is per- 
missable to exercise some discrimination in order to 
help agricu ltu re. 
This seems common sense. The scattered farm ers 
located on their individu al farm s, who are too mu ch 
inclined to isolation, shou ld not be treated as if they 
were form ing some oppressive tru st by their co­ 
operative plans. They need encou ragement to get to­ 
gether to m arket their crops. They work hard for 
their money, and their combinations do not consti­ 
tu te any menace.
